The county’s Leaf & Yard 
Waste collection contract was 
up for renewal this year, and 
county councillors were asked, 
in the Aug. 11 meeting of Com¬ 
mittee of the Whole, to approve 
the status quo: five bi-weekly 
collections in Spring, from April 
to June; and six bi-weekly col¬ 
lections in the Fall, from mid- 
October to early December 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Rob Keffer asked the 
county to consider adding sum¬ 
mer curbside collection, and 
proposed dividing the county 
into three regions, with curb- 
side yard waste collection every 
three weeks. 

The change would address 
the complaints of residents, 


regarding the lack of curbside 
collection during the summer 
months from July through Sep¬ 
tember It would also take pres¬ 
sure off the munidpallty, which 
currently picks up brush and 
yard waste bags abandoned at 
the curb and handles debris left 
behind by serious storms, that 
bring down branches and tree 
limbs. 

Mayor Keffer suggested that 
the waste company “could get 
economies, efficiencies” by 
picking up from a smaller area, 
every three weeks, which might 
overcome objections from 
smaller rural municipalities, 
concerned over rising costs.

New look for an old building 


re-staining building exteriors. 
The company would often 
receive phone calls from own¬ 
ers of painted brick buildings, 
looking for an alternative to 
sandblasting - who would be 
told, “Sorry, we can'thelpyou.” 
Woodworth had a better idea. 
Practicing on his own home, 
over a two-year period, he 
came up with a new proc¬ 
ess and a new company: The 
Brick Painters. 

The company specializes in 
restoring old buildings - using 
paint to recreate traditional 
brick facades. 

Residents of Bradford are 
aware of Woodworth's work. 
It was The Brick Painters that 
transformed the Evans & 
Evans law office on Holland 
St. West from a drab green and 
cream stucco building, into 
a classic “brick” tum-of-the- 
century office, using paint 

“We’re really painting a 
mural - a mural of an old brick 
building,” Woodworth says. 
It's a process that removes 
chipped paint, repairs crum¬ 
bling and missing bricks with 
mortar, then covers the sur¬ 
face with almost 5 layers of 
paint, to create the look of tra¬ 
ditional brick in trompe Toeil 
(‘fool the eye’) detail. 

Last week, Woodworth and 
his team started work on the 
old Winchester Arms building 
at 4 Holland St. West, at the 
“Four Corners,” built in the 
19th century. 

He first tried a "test patch" 
on the side of the build¬ 
ing for new owner, Gerry 
Lemos, of Bradford Heat¬ 
ing & Air - and then, when 
given the green light, began 


the work of bringing new life 
to the peeling facade. "It’s 
paint by numbers, because 
the bricks are already here. 
We just stay within the lines." 
The multiple layers of paint 
not only seal the bricks, but 
create the depth and shading 
that produce the "wow" factor 
- and gasps of "I don’t believe 
my eyes!” from passers-by.

No Brownie points 


T he federal government has 
announced a $1.9 billion 
surplus for 2014. 

But is it really a surplus? $1.5 
billion of that represents money 
‘saved’ by not spending on 
promised programs and services. 
Most deeply impacted appear to be 
the military, veterans, First Nations, 
and immigration. 

Not only has the Harper 
government cut an estimated $53 
million that formerly provided 
support for recent immigrants, 
making refugees ineligible for 
health care, this government 
has also cut immigration and 
citizenship staff in countries around 
the world, reducing its capacity 


and reportedly underspent the 
2014 immigration budget by $100 
million. 

The impact of these hidden 
cuts is clear. It has made it almost 
impossible to respond to the Syrian 
Refugee Crisis in a meaningful way. 
There hasn’t been the staff, or the 
money, or the will - although the 


Harper government has recently 
been shamed into changing 
its position, and pushed into 
announcing first that it would 
accept another 10,000 Syrian 
refugees over the next three years, 
and then, that it would expedite the 
process. 

But would it have responded if 
it hadn’t been an election year, 
and the Canadian people hadn't 
demanded that their government 


to Europe. Two hundred and fifty- 
four of those refugees subsequently 
died in Concentration camps. 

There are consequences of action, 
and of inaction. And everyone 
knows, there are no Brownie points 
for doing the right thing, if you have 
to be forced to do it.
